their shadows before." jH^;,1tlie Standard 
seen a "ahado-w," has it amVed at the 
evening of life, and dQ its af^les point 
to tho selection of a saitable spot for its 
last roatingplaoe. TJnleBS "it. have ' some 
such object in viow,wo cannot understand' 
■nrbat our contemporary ia driving at. All 
through the lato session, when it might 
httvo uHsislod 113 iu demanding tho repeal 
of tho Oometory Orilinnnnn, it w.ih 11a 
dumb us Gu oyator on the subject. It saw 
petitions circulated through the city nnk- 
iog the tioose to repeal tha Ordinance, 
and itliSid ita peace. It saw a memorial 
signed by upwarda'd^ iobo %xti^pW to se- 
onre the . same , en4 prosented ^ to the 
House, and still it said nothing. Wlion 
members of its own faction iu tho House 
dououDced tho repeal of the Ordinanco as 
ooiiirary to the spirit of the ago, it buried 
its bead io the Fanci like tho oslricli and 
ducliuod to discuHS tlio question. When 
tbo Leader o£ the Opposition shirked the 
vote OQ the question bj r ashing into the 
Lobbyy did it sooro him for his coward- 
ice?- l^bta^ bit of U. It wfu ^s placid 
and still as a snmmer momVand utter- 
ed nevdi;. a so'and. . Finally, -wlien the 
dreadful vote of $500 for the New Woat- 
minsier Cemetory was reached it failed to 
remonBtrato and suffered it to pass in si- 
lence! More than two weeks after the 
House his adjourned — after tho honora- 
ble members havo scattorod to the four 
quarters of the Province —whan the mis- 
chief, if any, has been perpetrated, and 
no good result can be achieved, we find 
our cpntemporary iilliug the4Ur> ,irithi la-^ 
mentaaons, abuse and miprdpfesent^tlons 
because the Gorernment did not^ comply 
with the prayer of the politioners. We 
have columns of rhetoric about men be- 
ing buried like dogs, invaded rights, 
nsurpations, etc , etc.; but what, we ask 
again, do these all tend to unless to an early 
requirement of a cemetery lot for tbo in- 
terment of our contemporary? Evoryouo 
has heard of the man who looked the sta- 
ble-door after tho stocd had disappeared. 
To our mind, the • SitMdard is t^^, pnly 
culpable party in tha whole aflGair. "When 
it might have done some good by speak- 
ing out, ft had never a word to say; -anil 
now that the matter has been shelved for 
a year it buzzes about the Premier's ears 
with tho ferocity of a gadfly that haa 
taken a contract to worry an ox. 

L«st"ai)y of oni^ readers' jBlib^'be .-mta- 
led a^ to the trne state of the case we 
would say that tho Premier has promised 
to uBsiHt in a moftsure to repeal the Ceme- 
tery Ordinance at tho next session; and 
that iu granting aid to the WoBtminster 
T.iu8toe8 ho only followed tho policy of 
hia prodeoessors, under whom the lot%at. 
Yiotoriil'^'ere piirceUed out for tbe use of 
denomiq^tional bodies. With the senti- 
mout that says such a system should not 
prevail in a free and enlightoned country 
we are in accord; but wo do question the 
power of tho Legislature to deal with any 
rights already acquired under tho Ordin- 
ance. However, with the legal aspect of 
tiie c^elJRia-havajuitbing to do now. Wc 
only wished to ffSntrast the cowardly 
course of the Slrtniiard during the session 
with its bullying tone now, when it 
is too lato to serve any good pnrpose. 

The Cariboo Waeon Road- 
Saturday's difipatches from Yalo re- 
present a portion of tbo wagouroad aa 
under water; and a petition as in cir» 
culation to the Government to raise 
tho road above the reach of the annual 
freshets. The shameful neglect through 
which this truly luagLiilicoiit thorough- 
fare was suffered to fall into decay by 
tho late Chief Commissioner is still 
fresh in the minds of all readers of this 
journal. The fortunate obauge of Miu- 
iatry and tho ro-impositioQ of tolls 
may be said to have saved tho road 
from utter ruin. It remains, now, for 
the Lajuda.and VVorks Department to 
adopt tbs most speedy and- effectual 
mothud of placing the road in a state 
of such compltits repair that neither 
tho lives nor property of those who 
may uyo it will be imperilled. At ])re - 
sent there several strong road parties 
at work eijigagecl in repairing, cribbing 
oud patching the road-bed in plai-es whi re 
tiioau atienuoLis seemmost nectasHry. The 
work Boems to have been "tackled" with 
enoryy by tho GimToment, and in a shoit 
time wti Ijopu to liavo tho ph-asuro of au- 
nouLcing tlie completo resioration of tbu 
roaJ. 'I'hu rai iuK of iljo lino, however, 
mn-t Dooi SHury bo a woi-k of uoijio magui- 
tudii. The p.a;t oubjitct to overflow, we

The Timi^s and the Ojiposiiion papers 
expresa great dissatisfaction respecting 
the Queen's Titles Proclamation. It is 
held that' the wording of the proclamation 
involves Honiethinp like h l)reaeh of faith 
on tho part of t he (ioverninniit, inasiniich 
as the t'tio ia to be used except in certiiin 
oxcc|)tod and spseiiied instances. Tile 
Diiiltj N,-<t)s remiirks that there is no liini- 
taiion to India. It is clear that in every 
part of Her Majesty's .dominions except 
the United "Kingdom nlono tho words" 
"Empress of India," bocnnio as miicli a 
part of the HoveruiKn's Mile us tho woi-d 
"Queen." Hhe will be Empieas like in 
Canada niul in Oilti'altar. Nor do wo at- 
tach much value to the sort of limitation 
which is proposed even for tho United 
Kingdom. It is not easy, iudeed,to know 
tha precise meaning of the qualifloaiion 
given to the excepted documents "not ex- 
tending in their operation beyond the 
United Kingdom." So fur as wo can nn- 
derslanil iho proclamation, it H.>oma to ns 
that what W(3 now havo is not n new title 
to bo used in India iilone, but a new title 
which is to bo used invariably and with- 
out limit iu every part of tho Sovereign's 
dominions except the United Kingdom, 
and to be'Used with'Some few and not very 
important limitatidUs even there. A.isur- 
edly tho proclamation cannot bo allowed 
to pass without challenge.

In order to its through mastery, the fol- 
lowing regulations are laid down by the 
Rural New Yorker, Tho writer says: — It 
is not proper to stand in carving. The carv- 
ing knife should be sharp and thin. To 
carve fowls (which should always bo laid 
with tho breast uppermost) . place tho fork 
iu the breast, and take off tho wings and 
legs without turning the fowl, then cut out 
tho merry-tbought, out from the breast, 
take out the collar-bone, cut out the side 
inoces, then cut tho carcass in two; divide 
the joints in tho leg of a turkoy. In carving 
a sirluin, cutthin slices from the side next 
to you (it must bo put on tho dish with tho 
toudorloiu iindorncath) , thou turn it and 
cut from tho toudorloin; help the guests to 
both kinds. In carving a leg of mutton or 
ham begin by ft^tting across the middle of 
the bono; out a tongue across and not 
lengthwi80,and help from the middle part, 
t^arve a fore quarter of lamb by separating 
tho shoulder from tho ribs, and then divi- 
de tho ribs. To carve a hllot of veul, be- 
gin at tho top and help to tho dresbing 
with each slice. In a breast of veal, so- 
jiarate tbo breast and brisket, and then out 
them up, a.sking which part is preferred. 
Tu carving a pig, it is customary to divide 
il and taki! off the hosd oof ore it comes to 
the table, ns to many persons the head is 
revolting; cut off the limbs and divide tho 
ribs. In can ing venison, made a deep in- 
cision down to tho bono to let out tho 
juices, and thou turn tho broad end to- 
wards you, cutting deep in thin slices. 
For a Siuldle of venison, out from the tail 
toward the other end, on eooh side, in thin 
slices. Wa^iii plates are , very neceasaiy 
with venison and mutton, and in winter 
are desirable for all meats.

Cooking by Cold. — It is a ourioui fact, 
not generally known, that the action of in- 
tense Cold on organic substances is simil- 
ar to that of tho high degree of heat, and 
that when subjected to a very low temper- 
ature of cold, moat can bo brought to a 
condition similar to its state when cooked 
1 >y actual warmth. Quite recently a Hun-, 
garian chemist, Dr. Von Sawiczewsky. 
who, it appears, has investigated all tho 
various ways suggested for preserving 
meat (by chemicals, cooking by heat and 
hermetically sealing, etc.,) and has found 
points of objection to all, has attempted 
the preporatioa of the material by subject- 
ing it in a perfectly fresh state to a tem- 
perature of 33 deg., below zero, Fah.,and 
sealing it afterwards in tins. The results 
obtained havo been highly satisfactory; 
the iii(>at on boiug removed from tho cans 
appear-'^, in jioint of smell and color, as 
fresh as if taken from a butcher's stall. 
Although partially cooked, and thus re- 
quiring leBa.fael to complete its prepara- 
tion for the table, it ia entirely without 
tho tasto of meat which has been partially 
aftbjocted to any heating process, ond may 
bo roasted, boiled or otborwiae treated, 
the same as if it wore fresh. A commission 
appointed Ly the German government bos 
lately conducted a series of successful eX' 
periments upon the prpceat(;an4 ft finial 
test tw o corvettes of the German navy^ 
boiug about to circumnavigate the globe, 
have been supplied with a lorgo stock. 
An extensive factory is being erected in 
Hungary for its manufacture — Scioutifio 
Anierican.

Editor CoLONtST:— It sometimes hap- 
pens that a bystander can tseo tho gamo 
bettor than those engaged in it. lu the 
midst of a forest "you cannot s«o tiie 
■wood for trees," while one lookiug at it 
from outside can judge pretty correctly as 
to its form and diiaonsions.evonif thisout- 
Hider ha.s no nmrii (oi has oveu less) in- 
telligence aud ability than those who in 
tho thick of it fail to measure it correctly. 
This must bo my uxouso for venturing, al- 
though a stranger in your midst, to offer 
a few remarks on the present positioa and 
future prospects of this colony, • . 

Lei UH look first at the natural rfisouroes. 
of tlio ciiuutry you have to deal'' wltti." 
Your territory is extensive, your climate 
temperate, your hai-burs aud means of 
comnumii-ation by water (ixcellent, your 
foro.'4tsof wood aud Ijods of coal extensive, 
lish Hwarin in yotir seas and rivers, and 
yon have (several hundred miles away) in 
tho interior, good grazing for cattle and 
some paying gold diggings, with a Small 
amount of good agricultural land. 'The 
problem is, how best to Utilize •these-' re- 
sources ? 

It may ulnoidatc this question to ask 
another: Why, with all these advantages 
has tho country not gone ahead ? Poli- 
ticians say, because tho Canadian Qovern- 
mont has not commenced to build the 
railway, ond very naturally merchants 
who have goods to sell, stock-raisers who 
havo cattle, farmers who have wheat, antl 
men have only their l.tbor, all join in this 
cry, wishing to have tludr respective 
shares of tho few millions a year which the 
Dominion Government has bound itself 
to spend in tho country. Now, against 
this I havo nothing to say. lufatuated 
with tho sptead-^^^le' idea of rivalling 
"tho States" in breadth of territory, if 
nothing eho, tho Homotiiuo ardent states- 
men of Cauaila seeing that the only way 
to effect this was to unite their country in 
morxiage with this young heiress of the 
WoBt, engaged (as solid Englishmen havo 
BOiuetiiuos done with Galway land-hoires- 
ses) to make a handsome settlement lipou 
hor in the' form of extensive improTements 
of tho estate. If, in tlio ardour which so 
often prooedea marriage, more has been 
promised than tho bridegroom can possi- 
■-^^ l)ly perform, the truHtess of tho bride 
must of course mako tho best compromise 
tlie case will admit of, and such a com- 
piomise will no donbt be arranged in tho 
present case and tho pair will live happily 
togethsr ever after! 

But, I would adi, what then? Lotus 
suppose the few millions a year divided 
among you aud the English and Canadian 
firms who will furnish tho materials, and 
tho railway finally opened, will this en- 
sure your future prosperity? I very 
much doubt it. The good agricultural 
lands, within a certain distance of the lino 
of roilway, will, no doubt, bo taken up 
and settled by prosperous fanners and a 
certain portion of tlio trade of these peo- 
ple will come to Vietoria. But every mile 
thoy go east the nearer they will be to tho 
groat inarkets of Montreal, Toronto and 
Ohicagb, ond to Dnlnth, Red Rher, etc., 
which will soon be important centres from 
which commercial travellers will sconr 
the entire lino of railway, and, if prices bo 
maintained here at anytliiug approaching 
their present high level, but little of tho 
trade will find its way to your counters. 
The village storekeepers along tho lino 
will oomo h»ro for their tea, rice and other 
groooriou produced on tho P^ioiflc; but for 
all European, Caundiori and 'American 
mauufiictiires and produce tho tendency 
will be to go eastward. Somo littlo of your 
lish will be taken, but none of your other 
staples. Lumber aud coal will be found 
along the line whilo wheat and provisions 
of all kinds will l)o produced by ovory 
farmor,8nd tho leading indnstries of your 
people will reeoivo little lienotlt. 

Is, then, I may bo asked, tho position of 
Victoria hopeless? lias slie no important 
future ? 

To this my reply is that sho has thro .vn 
away the substance whilo grasping at the 
shadow aud she will infallibly reap the 
reward which usualljr follows that _j)olicy 
if she does not fipeedily ireverse it. r SAte 
yon ever seen the great Borsenhalle of 
Hamburgh whore some two thousand mer- 
(;hants daily assemble to n«g(jtiato trans- 
actions with every country on oorth, or 
seou tho reward of this activity in tho 
splendid streets, squares, mansious and 
gardens of that great city, which put to 
theblosb .even those of Berlin? Tho 
traveller who saw those things, existing 
8H thoy did before Hamburgh was incor- 
ptjiated with tho (ioriuau Empire 
when sho stcxid by lierMclf— a potty ropub- 
Ik;, Biirroiiiidcd liy states of a more or loss 
de.--potic aud proti-'ctiouist policy .naturally 
enquired with astonishment into tho ori- 
gin of all this prosperity in an isolated 
community who had no interior market 
whatever to supply, i. e., properly belong- 
ing to them, 'iho ready explanation was 
that this wan all the result of free-trade, 
Hamburg being an absolutely free port 
whilo protection prevailed geuernlly 
throughout Enropo. Tho advantage of 
this position has Riiioo been praotiaally 
traush^rrcd to (heat Britain by hor more 
recent adoption of a free-trade polit'v 
wliii'.li is niukiug her moro and more tho 
great Btoioliouno of continontal Europe as 
the German free ports used to be. 

Now I contend that you, juorohants of 
Victoria, aro i)ractioally in the position 
oocupiod by Iho BurgUers of Hanjburgb, 
Bremen, <fee., in the middle nges, and by 
Englftnd now. You have skill, knowl- 
edge, capilrtl and foreign cotinoclious as 
thoy had and hove. Like froo towns, you 
havo hiii iUy luiy home market, but you 
havo, like th<:m, a great oonliuent at 
your back rap'.dly growing in wealth and 
population. Yon havo a bettor port than 
any of them— the only good port north 
of San Francisco— ami like those towrs 
you havo no uianufuel u"'(<s aud cannot for 
gonoratiouH liavo any to speak of. Now, 
surely, your true policy is to do all potisi- 
blo to command this great iHughboriu'j 
market. Wasliingtoii ton ito.y lap« you 
round.on two side.-i and is riipuUy filling 
np an^ establishing luauy towns on tlio 
^p^ni^; '*hioli will either ho yoi^r fiyi^l?. 



or ouatomors according to tho policy you 
pur.suo. Oregon is only ii little further 
oil', already ii great market and with a 
much greater future. But it has in con- 
sequence of tho hi2;h United States tariff 
to pay exorbitant prices for its goods for 
the sako of tho Now England and Ponn- 
sylvauian jiiauufBcturer8,to tho disgust of 
its prudent hard-working people. If you 
make Viciotia a free port it -wiU be again, 
OS it once was, tho clieapoat market on tho 
OOttst iind your streets will bo thronged 
with buyers from aerosu tho Sonnd. Your 
merchants will then tbtivo, and your pop- 
ulation aud trade incroaso. You will ul- 
timotely have soni-wookly or ovon daily 
steamera. to and. from Ban Frauoisoo 
strong enopgh ;tq keep afloat and steady 
enough to induoQjyisitors f rom thence who 
will combico enjoyment of your beauti- 
ful Hcenory, tho accommodation of a large 
seaside hotel and a cheap and elcgiint out- 
fit bought in your fiisliionablo stores — -tho 
saving on the cost of which will pay all 
expenses. And you •will yourselveBintimo 
mo/e'^ "^eqnrafly" Visit San Francisco 
whether for tfade or for a short spoil of 
the enjoyments of ft capital which that live- 
ly city with a population of 500,0(10 to a 
million will before many years atl'ord in 
abuudanc'o, — thus relieving the monot-jny 
of your proseut village-liko existence !

Agree to no compromise that will 
not either mako Yiotoria an absolutely 
free port or adopt for the whole of British 
Columbia the dogreo of free trade preva- 
lent in England, that is, thoro being no 
custom or excise duties except on s])irits 
and tobacco, in which you could not com- 
pote with San Franpisoo.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, May 21. — The cotton inilla at 
Preston Imve commenced running on 
short time, and it it rumored that others 
will follow. Tho cause is the continued 
decline and irr egularity in prices and .the 
depression and uncerbalntyi of >inarkete: It 
IS staled that prices are at' present lower 
than for 30 vears, with two brief excep- 
tions, and the. prospects aro discouraging. 

London, May 25.— A dispatch from 
Pesth says a Turkish ambassador arrived 
hero to confor with Count Audrassy. Tho 
Russian, German and Austrian 'ambassa- 
dors, and the proaidentof Ho:^t6negro''are 
expected here. 

A Berlin correspondent tolegrajiha that 
there are syioptoms showing a turu for 
tho worse iu Eiiatorn iitTairs. Tho Servian 
ropresentiitivo at Constantinople formally 
complained of Turkey's hostile acts. 
Twonty-sovon Russian and a number of 
Swiss orrivcd at Belgrade to take jjurt in 
tho active prexiaratioa for tho oempaign. 
It is foreseen that the attempt at pacificn- 
liou will be as useless as that made by 
Baron Rndich. It is necessary to decide 
Hhor*"y whether this fresh failure is to bo 
followed by further concession to the in- 
surgents, or whotbor uu opposito policy 
is advisable. Preparations of Sorvia, as- 
sisted by Russian oflisers, soom intended 
to iniluonce thu decisio)^ pf Austria. 

A Belgrade telegi^am sayfl.it is.irspwted 
that 30,000 Bulgarians rose in iiisurrec- 
tion ypsi-in'di'.y, from Slioiio to Tillman, on 
tho oeciisiou of a feast of thoir patron 
saint, Cyril. Twelve thousand Turks aro 
sent iigaiust thoiu from Uissa and Widda. 

CoNSTANTiNOPLiK, May 20. — Tho memor- 
and um of tho Borliu conference has not 
yet been reooived; but it is stated that the 
j?orte will reject it and ask the powers to 
keep within the limits of tho treaty of 
Paris and not interfere in tho offairs of 
Turkey. The Porto intouds to call out 
all its reserves and make an effort to sup- 
press the insnrroction. It is rumored that 
tho Sultan, on hearing that tho cash in 
treasury was not suQiciont to meet tho ex- 
penses of the public debts, promised to 
advance tho necessary funds from his jiri- 
vato resources. 

The Gourior d' Orient says thct in that 
part of Jbilgariii whero the inaurroction 
l^revails, 118 villages which contained 
100,000 inhabitauts, have been burned. 

LoNPON, May 2(3. — Vienna dispatches 
say tho Turkish atabassador to Austria, 
who is now in Posth has received a tele- 
gram announcing that the Forte Is bppos* 
ed to tho scheme of tho Berlin coM'ference. 

In the IIousQ of Commons this after- 
noon, Philip Callau, Liberal member for 
Dundalk, gave notico that ho wou.d ask 
Disraeli whothor, iu view of the grave dis- 
losurea which havo been made before the 
fort'ign afi'airs committee of tho House of 
X^ciu'osentatives at Washington, ooncern- 
ing certain Britisb Bubjficts showing 
fraudulent Bupprossion of facts and niis- 
represontatious in tho prospectus of the 
Emma Mining Company, the government 
intond to ask the law ollicors of the 
Crown for an opiuion regarding tho pro- 
priety of instituting criminal -proceedings 
againqt,t^<» s^QjLi^i^oat6d::'Jiheurein. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
New Y''ouk, 3Iay 21. — A dispatch from 
Panama states that peace had been pro- 
claimed between Guatamalo and Salvador. 
The army of Salvador has surrendered at 
discretion. Vallo, late President of Sal- 
vador, has embarkoil for San Francisco. 
Gon. Santiago Gonzales, tho commander- 
in-chief of tho Salvador army, has loft for 
Nicaragua. Dr. liafaol Ladivar has beon 
liroclaimed President of Salvador.
